Confession of Bushman. 
Parts of his confession, made late in the

A fit of hysterics ¢ame upon het 
and she was unable to talk goherentiy for 
hours afterward, although her aunt, Mrs, 
Michael Doherty, with whom she lives, 
sought to quiet her. 

Bushman, who ts a plumber's helper, was 
fdund by Owen O'Hare, chief of police, fast 
asleep in bed with a deubie barreled shotgun 
béside him. He was arrested in order to gain 
information about a recent robbery and be-+ 
fore the police knew of the assault, but when 
taken to the station his clothing was found 
smeared and torn.

‘Frederick Dayis deciines to take seriously 
the charge against his brother, Charles, say- 
ing Dr, Rustin’ had used him for a * stool 
pigeon |’ to further his plans to end his own 
life, Davis today told how his brother had 
been married twenty-two years ago against 
his family’s wishes and the trouble which has 
followed him since. 

*'|\Thirteen years ago my brother developed 
epilepsy," said Davis, “which hag bothered 
him considerably ever since, He has had fits 
of insariity and three times it has been neces- 
sary to piace him in asylums in different 
parts of the country. This insanity took a 
violent form on two or three occasions. He 
has not been afflicted, however, since last 
November until two week ago. 

** Then he began to act qhéerly and we took 
him to Dr. Rustin, who had treated him be- 
fore for similar afflictions of the mind.

With communica- 
tions poor or in many cases entirely cut the 
apprehension of criminals is made difficult 
and crimes may be committed with less fear 
of detection. 

A steady rain began to fail this ev ne 
the first in two weeks, soaking the brushwood 
and cuttings which have turnislied the most 
ready fuel for the forest fires on the range. 
The rain at Hibbing practically means the 
end of the forest fires. 


Roscommon in Great Danger, 

Bay City, Michi, Sept. 9—Reéports from 
the northern portion of the lower peninsula 
are to the effect that the forest fires which | 
have been sweeping over that section were 
fanned into renewed fury by strong south- 
west winds today. 

Between Pinconning and Roscommon 
everything is ablaze.

RUINED BY AMERICAN MINES 
Ex-Danish Minister Says That He 
Stole to Speculate. 


HIS THEFTS COVER 14 YEARS 


on 


State May Aid Victims ‘of M, Alberti’s 
Bank Plandering. 


COPENHAGEN, Sept. 9.—Speculation in 
American gold mines caused the -downfall 
of M. Alberti, former minister of justice, 
who yesterday surrendered to the police 
and confessed to the theft of several mil- 
lions of dollars from the Bondestandens 
Sparkasse, a savings bank of which he was 
president. The Danish Farmers’ Butter 
Export association alone suffered a loss of 
$1,500,000. Widespread ruin has been caused 
among thousands of peasants, from whom 
the former minister of justice derived his 
power, The minister of finance is consid- 
ering the advisability of the state assisting 
the ruined depositors, | ‘ 


Began Thefts in 1804. 

According to Albertfi’'s own story he began 
falsifying the accounts of the bank in 1804, 
seven years before he was appointed min- 
ister of justice. He conducted his specula- 
tions in gold mine/stock through Logsdon 
firms, going to that city twice each year 
to confer with them for the last fourteen 
years. 

A parilamentary committee was appoint- 
ed Aug. 4 to investigate the charges of 
corruption against the minister, and it was 
announced that the committee would devote 
iteelf especially to an inquiry into M. Al- 
berti's connection with certain banks 
through which his'accusers said he cogduct- 
ed negotiations with private interests, hid- 
ing such transactions under an official cloak. 


Thought It Political Trickery. 


Alberti and his friends said he was being 
sacrificed by higher circles because of his 
love for the peasantry. His supporters within 
the last month promised that there would be a | 
tremendous political upheaval! in the country 
if the committee found against their leader. 
The confession of wrongdoing made by-the 
minister himself was well calculated, there- 
fore. to cause a great shock to those who had 
believed so implicitly in him. 

M. Albert! is described as a man of splen- 
did persona! bravery. His life was attempted 
a little more than two years ago by a man 
who had been imprisoned for burglary after 
protests of innocence and who held the min- 
ister of justice responsible for what he be- 
lieved to be an injustice. The convict’s name 
was Boye. He entered the minister's private 
office and drew a pistol. M. Albert! sprang 
upon him and after a sharp fight wrested the 
weapon from his grasp and turned him over | 


to the police. The prisoner afterwards was 


declared insane.

DENY STANDARD USED TRICKS 
TO BEAT ITS COMPETITORS. 


Witnesses for Oil Trust Declare Stories 
About Use of Clogged Lamps Were 
False. 


New York, Sept: 9.—[ Special. ~The Stand- 
ard Oil company, in its defense of the gov- 
ernment’s suit seeking to dissolve the hold- 
ing company under the Sherman ant!-trust 
law, entered a general denial today ‘of ail 
the tricks which the government witnesses 
had sworn were used by Standard sales- 
men in competitive tests of oils. These 
tests were made with the idea of convincing 
merchants that the grade of oil produced 
by the Standard Oil company was superior 
to that sold by competitors. They also put 
witnesses on the stand to prove that men 
who had testified for the government had 
been discharged from the employ of) the 
Standard Oi] company. 

The former boases of the men who had 
testified to having used underhand tricks 
to deceive merchants swore the salesmen 
never had been instructed to use any tricks 
to deceive, and such tricks were not counte- 
nanced by any Officials of the Standard. 
These denials aimed at what the government 
considered some of the most important of 
its testimony. 

F. L. Hibbs, who once was a salesman for 
the Standard in Kentucky, but who was dis- 
charged, asserted he and other agents de- 
ceived the merchants by unfair tricks tn 
competitive tests of oil in which two lamps 
were used, In almost every instance the 
Standard of] gave the better result. But, 
said Mr. Hibbs, salesmen would stop up the 
air holes around the burner of the lamp in 
which the competitors’ oil was used. An- 
other scheme was to use a short, straight 
wick for the Standard oil and a long, curled 
wick for the competitors’ oil.

| Idea of Guarantee Circulation. 
Those early Chinese merchants were not 


at all concerned about their standing at 
home. They banded themselves together 
merely to protect their foreign creditors. 
Their bills of exchange were really circulat- 
ing notes which passed current In London 
because there was behind them the guar- 
antee of the associated merchants of Can- 
ton. The chances are that some individual 
merchants in the Chinese city had defaulted 
on their notes of hand fn London, the banks 
making one joint guarantee necessary. The 
whole idea of the guarantee was one of cir- 
culation only, of necessity providing for the 
satisfactory circulation of @ note at a dis- : 
tance from the place of redemption. 


It was this idea, and this only, which 


caught the fancy of Joshua Forman of 
Syracuse and which caused him to suggest 
it in his letter to Gov. Van Buren of New 
York, afterward president of the United 
States. While the purpoge was to give the 
people at a distance some assurance of the 
responsibility of the maker of the original 
note, it was nothing more than a promise 
to|'pay based on ordinary commercial credit. 


Law Demonstrated Its Folly. 
It was no fault of Mr. Forman that the leg- 


islature of New York should have applied his 
idea in puch a way as to have made ft ap- 
plicable to deposits‘ in banks ap well as to 
circulation, 


It was thie New York law which went into 


effect April 2, 1829, which first demonstrated 
the folly of government guarantee of bank 
deposits, It waa paseed, as records clearly 
show, for the purpose of protecting circula- 
tion alone, but the courts subsequently made 
it applicable to all debts of a bank, and then 
came disaster. When the Chinese merchants 
associated themselves together a century or 
so ago to protect their individual credit in 
London they had. little idea that the scheme 
ofthe Canton Oe would be perverted to 
attempt) the protectio

Proved Failure in America. 
Mr. Bryan has not only gone back to Chine

Reverse Law of “Go to the Right.”’

Discovery that at least one Chicago 4is- 
teibuter of school books is taking advantage 
@ the difference in price between the IIl!- 
boils and Indiana editions of a Macmillan 
geography provided fresh ammunition in the 
morning for Trustee John J. Sonsteby's pro- 
posed fight on the ‘‘ book trust.’’ 

The book in question is Tarr & McMurray’s 
geography, the price of which is the subject 
of the controversy between Mr. Sonsteby 
and the publishing firm.

' The delay in issuing the company’s annual 
statement caused considerable apprehension 
ainong those not familiar with the company’s 
affairs. The cpmpany’s last fiscal year ended 
April 20. 1008, The figures were not given 
publicity until Aug. 31. Then the statement 
‘was so compled as to make it impossible to 
regkon the changes in the assets and liabill- 
“tid. However, from investigation it was 
shown that the company had outstanding ac- 
counts and bills payable amounting to $4,289. - 
m2- Against this the company had fn quick 
assete—that is, in cash, merchandise, ac- 
eeunts receivable, and bills receivable— 
'$4.0028.513. The profits.also, as set forth by 
the annual statement, were $284,376, com- 
‘pared with $560,842 the previous year. 


Deficit for the Year. 
The conipany paid in dividends 8 per cent, 
. amounting to $240,000 on the preferred stock 
and @ per cent, or $90,000, on the common 
giock. The result of the year’s operations 
was a deficit of $45,624. 

‘Following the published report of the com- 
pany’s busi , there was closing out of 
loans by different banks with the resulting 
drop in the price of the preferred stock.
